Liberalism Protests Human Rights 
O 
NE of the things that may get straightened 
out with a fair deal in power is the true 
meaning of liberalism in American politic*. 


At the moment there is a verbal battle be­ 
tween claimants to the title of liberalism ’s de­ 
fenders. H enry A. 
Wallace is sniffing a t tho 
liberalism of Republicans like Sen. 
Morse of 
Oregon, and Sen. Morse is calling Mr. W allace a 
reactionary. Sen. Ball of Minnesota, proposing a 
federal law to outlaw the labor’s closed shop, 
calls control of the individual's right to work the 
most reactionary thing in the nation’s industrial 
picture and wants such control abolished. 


W hatever may have been the purpose behind 
the section of the National Labor Relations Act 
which invited unions to go the limit on closed 
•hop drives, the execution of the purpose has 
been anything but liberal. It has denied to cer­ 
tain cltl sens the protection of one of the most 
basic of uum an rights, the right to work. More­ 
over, it has been used by a divided labor move­ 
ment in drives to gain advantage over competing 
unions. 


There is nothing recent about Sen. Bali’s con­ 
viction that nothing could be more illiberal than 
to place the right of men to work a t the mercy 
of private organizations. In 1945, as one of the 
authors of the Hatch-Ball-Durton bill, be pro­ 
posed that closed shop contracts be forbidden 
unless tbs majority union represented 75 per 
cent of the workers a t the tim e the contract was 
signed, and unless the contract was approved by 
IU per rent of the workers. The H atch Ball Bur- 
ton bill further proposed th a t union* with closed 
Shop agreem ents should adm it any qualified em­ 
ployee lo membership. 


It may be difficult to decide who is a liberal 
and who is en impostor, but it la not difficult 
to decide that in ytb ln f*w h lfh rides roughshod 
and arbitrarily over any individual's right! ii 
not liberalism. The closed 
shop as practiced 
Under the Labor R elation! Act rides roughshod 
and arbitrarily over the rights of individuals. 


Sen. 
W ayne Morse would prefer 
very much to evade these issues, 
but the vote for Congress in the 
last election clearly indicates that 
the principles 
enunciated in 
the 
Case bill have the general approval 
of the electorate. 
The RAC m ade that the No. I Is­ 
sue, as though it w ere a referen­ 
dum, and the people, in vast ma­ 
jorities, voted for the Case bill. 
Sen. Morse's attem p t to confuse 
the issue will serve neither bim 
nor the Republican party. 
The formula for labor reform is 
not as simple to project Into legis­ 
lation as it is to argue about. Laws 
are built upon laws. New legislation 
must be Ro devised as not to upset 
existing institutions. 
The W agner Act, for instance, 
was passed in 1935 and by now in­ 
dustry has been reorganized around 
IL The revision of the W agner Act 
must not create tbe confusions and 
contradictions that the passage of 
the act produced in Am erican life. 
The 
W agner Act does not fit 
the American political or Juridical 
system because it is class legisla­ 
tion designed to give one elem ent 
in the population an advantage over 
the entire population. It m akes a

P R E S ID E N T TRUMAN goes to Key W est for I 
a week’s vacation with the best wishes of his 
countrymen assured. Th# W hite House may be 
too well-lnsulatsd from the gusts and tem pests 
of public opinion to 1st Mr. Truman find out 
what people are thinking about him, but lf he 
could find out we believe he would be pleased.

The Victim Died 


DEATH resulting from political bitterness in 
New York City on Election Day this year 
seems certain to have far-reaching effect. 


For the first time in nearly 40 years, an Elec­ 
tion Day assault in the metropolis had fatal 
effect. The victim was Joseph Scottoriggio, a 
Republican precinct captain In the 18th Congres­ 
sional District, where Vito M arcautonio m ade a 
successful bid for le-electiou as the candidate of 
the American Labor and Democratic parties. 


Mr. Scottoriggio was set upou by several men 
early iu the morning of Election Day while dis­ 
tributing political pamphlets for his party and 
died of the effect! of the assault last Monday, 
Gov. Dewey, the district attorney, and the police 
commissioner all have m a d ' strong statem ents 
of inteut to find aud punish hie assailants. 


Electioneering In the 15th District had reflect­ 
ed the extremism of Rep. Marcantonlo, the only 
radical of national repute to win re-election lo 
Uongress. He was backed aggressively by the 
political Action Committee 
and 
is a special 
favorite of the CIO. While disclaiming any per­ 
sonal knowledge of the assault, Alarcantonio aud 
his backers are on the defensive. One more as­ 
sault might have been overlooked, but this time 
the victim died.

U. S. To Drop Most Of Curbs 


On Installment Buying
